2000  Excellence  in  Teaching  Award  Building  Program 


RCC  English  instructor 
Amanda  Fields  Rivers 
was  honored  as  RCC's 
nominee  for  the  2000 
Excellence  in  Teaching 
Award.  This  is  an  annual, 
statewide  program  sponsored 
by  the  North  Carolina 
Community  College 
System/First  Union 
Foundation.  Amanda  has 
been  teaching  at  RCC  part 
time  since  August  1998  and 
full  time  since  February  1999. 

The  faculty  chose  Rivers 
based  on  her  ability  to  lead 
and  motivate  students,  as 
evidenced  from  student 
evaluations  like  "I  really 
enjoyed  the  depth  of 
discussion  in  class"  and  "(she 
is)  always  friendly,  thought 
provoking,  and  just 
enjoyable."  One  of  Rivers' 
strengths  is  her  experience 
teaching  high  school.  She 
began  her  professional  work 
experience  as  an  English 
teacher  at  Asheboro  High 
School  for  three  years  and 
another  year  at  Thomasville 
High  School. 

A  native  of  Climax,  Rivers 
was  awarded  a  North 
Carolina  Teaching  Fellows 
Scholarship  to  Appalachian 
State  University,  where  she 
earned  a  B.S.  in  secondary 
English  education  and  an 
M.A.  in  Enghsh.  She  has 
continued  her  commitment  to 
professional  development. 
She  completed  Levels  I  and 
II  in  4MAT  training  and 
earned  Trainer  Certification 
in  this  instructional  method, 
which  looks  at  different 
learning  styles  and 
incorporates  those  learning 
styles  in  teaching 
methodologies.  She  also 
recently  completed  a  graduate 
course  in  educational 
leadership  at  UNC- 
Greensboro,  and  plans  to  take 


courses  in  drama  at  the 
graduate  level  leading  to 
credentials  in  that  area. 

At  Randolph  Community 
College,  nominations  for  the 
Excellence  in  Teaching 
Award  are  submitted  from 
within  the  instructional  area 
and  an  on-campus  selection 
committee  chooses  the 
College's  nominee.  The 
criteria  for  selection  of 
instructors  include  ability  to 
lead,  motivate,  relate  to,  and 
interact  with  students; 
ability  to  provide 
outstanding,  quality 
instruction  and  innovation  in 
the  classroom;  support  of  the 
mission  of  the  College  and 
the  North  Carolina 
Community  College  System; 
and  leadership  beyond  the 
classroom:  on  campus,  in  the 
local  community,  and  in 
professional  groups.

RCC  broke  ground  on  its 
new  Emergency  Services 
Training  Center  in  2000.  It  is 
located  on  a  60-acre  site  near  the 
county  landfill.  The  facility  will 
include  a  firing  range,  a  driving 
range,  a  fire  training  tower,  a 
bum  building,  control  towers, 
storage,  and  classroom  areas.  The 
project  is  being  funded  by  the 
county  through  the  Certificate  of 
Participation  (COPS)  Program. 
The  major  part  of  the  Center  is 
expected  to  be  completed  by  April 
2001.  A  classroom  building  that 
was  added  to  the  project  should  be 
ready  for  occupation  by  the 
summer  of  2001. 

After  the  passage  of  a  statewide 
bond  referendum  in  November 

2000  that  will  provide  just  over 
$3  million  to  Randolph 
Community  College  to  upgrade 
facilities,  the  RCC  Board  of 
Trustees  and  administration 
decided  to  complete  a  Master 
Facilities  Plan  to  provide  guidance 
in  terms  of  where  and  why  to 
invest  capital  in  new  and 
expanded  facilities  for  the  College. 
Of  the  bond  money,  $1,685,530  is 
to  be  used  for  renovation  and 
repair  of  existing  facilities.  The 
Board  will  decide  how  to  use  the 
$1,344,379  in  new  construction 
bond  money  once  the  Master 
Facilities  Plan  is  completed.  Board 
action  on  the  Master  Facilities 
Plan  is  anticipated  at  the  October 

2001  meeting.

Technology  Update 


As  part  of  its  commitment  to  the  newest  technologies,  RCC  updated  computers  and  software  and 
purchased  equipment  for  several  program  areas  during  2000. 

•  The  Photographic  Technology  program  added  a  Nikon  Dl  digital  camera  and  Sinar  and 
Megavision  digital  backs  with  mobile  computer  workstations. 

®  The  Machining  Technology  program  purchased  a  mobile,  PC-driven  CNC  milling  machine 
which  will  serve  a  threefold  purpose:  (1)  it  can  be  taken  to  the  mall,  high  schools,  or  other 
events  for  recruiting;  (2)  it  can  be  used  for  training  in  the  CAD/CAM  lab;  and  (3)  it  can  be 
used  in  the  machine  shop  as  an  overflow  machine  during  large  classes. 

•  The  Continuing  Education  division  added  state-of-the-art  equipment  in  several  areas.  The 
Emergency  Medical  Services  program  replaced  old  mannequins  with  ones  that  have  special 
monitors  and  computer  settings.  An  oxidation  kiln  with  computer  controls  was  purchased  for 
Pottery.  The  Small  Engine  Repair  program  is  being  updated  with  new  instrumentation  and 
new  training  engines. 

•  New  computer  equipment  purchased  by  Continuing  Education  included  33  new  computers 
for  two  computer  labs,  a  digital  projector  (mounted)  for  room  AEC105,  and  a  portable  digital 
projector  and  two  laptop  computers  for  off-campus  instruction.  A  new  printer  and  two 
scanners  were  added  for  Occupational  Extension. 

•  RCC's  Autobody  Repair  program  was  the  first  in  the  United  States  to  receive  both  a 
Streamliner  frame  pulling  system  and  the  Velocity  computerized  measuring  system  from 
Chief  Automotive  Systems.  These  pieces,  along  with  a  training  simulator  package  and  a  full 
frame  anchoring  system,  bring  the  program  to  the  leading  edge  of  technology.

A  Virtual  Campus 


RANDOLPH  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE 


Beyond  the  classrooms.  Beyond  the  student  lounges  and  parking  lots.  Beyond  the 
bricks  and  mortar  of  Randolph  Community 
College  are  nearly  two  hundred  students  linked  to 
educational  opportunities  through  RCC's  Virtual 

Campus.  In  the  spring  of  2000,  RCC  offered  two  on-  ^, 

line  courses  with  39  students.  By  fall,  the  total 
courses  expanded  to  13  and  the  number  of  students 
grew  to  188.  By  spring  2001,  the  number  of  on-line 
courses  climbed  to  nearly  25  with  over  320  students 
enrolled.  These  figures  do  not  reflect  RCC's  on-line 
offerings  provided  in  conjunction  with  Ed2Go,  a 
company  specializing  in  the  development  and 

delivery  of  on-line  courses  for  continuing  education.  Factoring  in  Ed2Go  courses,  the  number  for 
spring  2001  rises  to  over  60  offerings.  The  growth  is  encouraging  but  slightly  frightening  as  the 
College  steps  into  a  new  arena  of  education. 

To  produce  and  deliver  an  on-line  course  can  appear  overwhelming  at  first  glance,  and  frequently 
even  after  a  second  good  look.  It  takes  a  variety  of  skills  to  build  RCC's  on-line  College.  Willing  and 
dedicated  faculty,  patient  technical  specialists,  tenacious  coordinators  and  trainers,  and  a  host  of 
supporting  staff  members  must  find  a  way  to  bring  all  their  talents  together  for  one  cause: 
development  and  implementation  of  a  unique  educational  opportunity  that  meets  student  needs. 

A  growing  market  of  adults  needs  education  that's  flexible — no  scheduled  class  times  and  no  specific 
class  locations.  In  the  Virtual  Campus,  courses  can  be  accessed  any  time  from  any  computer  with 
Internet  capability.  The  course  syllabus,  resource  information,  assignments  and  tests,  and  even  on- 
line discussion  and  chats  are  packaged  into  an  on-line  parcel  delivered  right  to  the  student.  Stay-at- 
home  moms  and  dads  find  this  an  excellent  way  to  add  courses  to  their  schedule.  After  putting  the 
kids  to  bed,  parents  go  to  school  on  RCC's  Virtual  Campus.  The  flexibility  equally  suits  business 
professionals,  those  seeking  to  improve  job-related  skills,  and  students  who  cannot  physically  travel 
to  campus. 

Like  many  other  colleges,  RCC  finds  itself  struggling  with  physical  space  constraints.  On-line 
courses  can  eliminate  the  need  for  a  classroom  Monday  through  Friday.  Instead,  at  any  time,  a 
student  and  an  instructor,  or  the  entire  class,  can  be  engaged  in  discussion  in  the  virtual  classroom. 
Students  experience  the  freedom  of  submitting  homework  assignments  at  2  a.m.  while  on  a  work 
break  or  while  attempting  to  conquer  insomnia. 

The  Virtual  Future 

Where  is  Randolph  Community  College  going  in  this  rapidly  paced  world  of  distance  learning:  more 
on-line  student  services  like  registration,  counseling,  and  advising;  more  on-line  courses,  and  more 
courses  incorporating  other  technologies,  such  as  CDs  and  videostreaming;  and  ongoing  expansion  of 
RCC's  Continuing  Education  distance  learning  program.  All  these  avenues  are  possibilities  in 
addition  to  yet-to-be  discovered  technologies  and  delivery  methods. 

Randolph  Community  College  has  started  to  experience  the  challenges  and  the  rewards  of  distance 
learning.  The  College's  commitment  to  student  needs  and  expectations  will  drive  the  future  of 
distance  learning.  The  approach  is  most  certainly  one  that  requires  teamwork,  a  little  risk-taking, 
and  a  sharp  eye  on  what  the  student — our  most  important  customer — desires.
